2oX1X 3, DEE the Instituto Culturel Ruso Argentino (Arger.tine- 
Russian Cultural Institute) was recently denied the auditorium of the Tress- 
radio International for two lectures which were scheduled to be delivered to 
its members on Russian culture on 19 September and 2 October 1947. The 
excuse tendered for the refusal was that the headqhartere of the Alianza 
Libertadora Nacionalista (ALN) was located directly across the street fr. : the 
auditorium, and that the company did not wish to risk any incident whieh hgpt 
be provoked by the ALN. This is the first time in six years that Transri.iio 
nas denied the use of its anditorlum to any orgenization.
